Interfraterni+y Council Might 
Try Planning Ahead 

r THE interfraternity sports program’ began the 
* middle of October with the tennis competition. 
Last Sunday the golf tournament was played off. 
.And last Sunday, also, the Interfraternity Council 
passed two more regulations governing participation 
in interfraternity sports. 

Regularly, since the sports program opened, The 
Hatchet has been carrying stories about new rules 
and regulations governing ioterfraternitv sports. 
These regulations have brought about a great deal 
of confusion since they have disqualified certain 
members' of fraternity teams at the last minute, 
oftentimes breaking up teams which had hern care- 
fully organised. There have also been several cases 
of confusion at the actual scene of contest when 
the'-eligibility of certain players has been questioned 
and no one seemed to know whether or not the 
new ruling was in effect; nor, for that matter, 
whether or not a new ruling had been passed that 
morning. 

Let us divert for a moment to the scholarship 
cup competition. This issue of The Hatchet car- 
ries a list of fraternities, their grades, and relative 
standings. As is usual when this list appears, sev- 
eral fraternities are not listed. Last year this same 
situation gave rise to a heated controversy, and 
finally to a re-determining of the standings. There 
is no reason to assume that there will not be 
another protest — or several of them — registered 
this year. 

This listing has not been declared to be official 
by,the Council. If the Council has devised its own 
system of tabulating scholarship ratings as a result 
of last year’s controversy, well and good ; this com- 
plaint then applies only to the sports program. In- 
cidentally, however, this would seem to necessitate 
an unfortunate duplication of labor. 

If this record, however, is not to be utterly ig- 
nored by the Council, then complaints are indeed 
in order, for the listing depends solely upon 
the submission by the secretary of each frater- 
nity of a list of actives and pledges before a stated 
deadline. The request for this list is sent out each 
year during rushing, although the obvious time 
for submission of such lists is at the end of the 
year in question, and not at the beginning of the 
next year when a new secretary is in office and 
the fraternities' thoughts are turned to building 
for the future, not worrying over the past. More- 
over, frequent complaints are heard from secre- 
taries that they receive no notification whatsoever. 
It is easy to solve the situation by saying that the 
fault is the secretaries' and the remedy is to make 
them send in (he lists on time. But wfien the same 
situation occurs year after year some other remedy 
should I* sought — a practical, not theoretical one. 

Undoubtedly the Interfraternity Council will 
now begin to take action in regard to the scholar- 
ship award — now that this list has been published; 
just as it did in regard to the sports situation — 
after the program had begun. The real fault in 
both instances is not that of the chapter secretaries 
nor that of the chapter sports chairmen^ it is that 
ot the Council and its belated action. 

Would it be too much to ask that the Coun- 
cil this year— after the sports program has

JN what promises to be the out- 
standing and closest game of the 
year, the Colonials will meet the 
Tulsa Oilers in their sixth tilt 
Friday night at the Griffith Sta- 
dium. 

The Golden Hurricanes from 
Oklahoma have won two games, 
lost four, and tied one; and the 
Buff and Blue has won four and 
lost three this season. As both 
have very open offenses, a spec- 
tacular game is anticipated in this 
annual intersectional classic. In 
their previous engagements, the 
Oilers have won four, and the 
Colonials have won one, that last 
year. 

Loup Opener 

After opening the season with a

beginning of the second quarter.

A pass 
from Pike to Tebor was completed 
to the G. W. five-yard stripe, and 
another aerial from the same Pike 
to Tebor, who made a beautiful 
catch, was good for a score. Pike’s 
kick for the extra point went be- 
tween the up-rights, making the 
score 20-7. 

Leemans responded to this of- 
fensive threat with gains of twenty 
and fifty yards after the kickoff 
to bring the ball to the 15, where 
the D. E. line stiffened. Kendall's 
punt went out on the D. E. 35-yard 
line. From this point LeemanB on 
two successive plays from spread 
formation carried the ball to the 
D. E. 12. A pass from Jenkins to 
"Tuffy," who made. a spectacular 
catch, brought the ball to the one- 
yard line, from where Leemans 
plunged over to make it 26-7. Kol- 
ker's kick for the extra point was 
blocked. 

The half ended shortly thereafter. 

No Score In Third 

Despite several nice gains by 
Leemans.

League at Meeting 
Wednesday. 


Twenty-seven prospective mem- 
bers of the rifle squad turned out 
last week.

I^r. George A. Finch, secretary 
of the American Society of Inter- 
national Law, spoke before the In-- 
ternatiqnal Relations Club last 
Wednesday on ‘The Operation of 
Sanctions under the League of Na- 
tions". 

Doctor Finch pointed out that at 
present the question of whether a 
nation has violated the covenant 
of the League to such an extent 
that sanctions should be applied is 
determined by the League Council. 

According to Doctor Finch, in 
controversies such as that between 
Italy and Ethiopia, the interested 
powers are more likely to be guided 
by political considerations than by 
a true sense of justice. He sug- 
gested that such questions could 
be more fairly considered in an 
impartial international court. 

The talk was followed by a gen- 
eral discussion of sanctions among 
the members of the club. 

In addition to his connection 
with the American Society of In- 
ternational Law, Doctor Finch is 
assistant secretary of the Carnegie 
Endowment for International Peace 
and managing editor of the Ameri- 
can Journal of International Law. 


Dr. Edward Tiller, Hungarian 
theoretical physicist, who is visit- 
ing professor of theoretical physics, 
will address the Washington Col- 
loquium of Physics on “The Theory 
of Neutron Capture" tomorrow at 
8 p. m. in H-106. 

The Washington Colloquium of 
r-nysics is a symposium of physic 
ists which, prior to this year, held 
weekly meetings at the Bureau of 
Standards. The meeting tomorrow 
night is one of its regular Wednes- 
day night meetings which are now 
held In the new Biological Science 
building. 

Dr. Teller’s talk follows that of 
Dr. Haydenburg of the Bureau of 
Terrestrial Magnetism on experi- 
mental neutron capture, which was 
delivered last Wednesday. 

Neutrons are neutral particles in 
the nuclei of atoms. When positive 
electrons are added to them they 
become protons. Since elements are 
composed of atoms with given num- 
bers of protons surrounded by 
definite numbers of negative elec- 
trons. the theory of the capture 
and separation of neutrons In- 
volves certain types of radio-activ- 
ity and the transmutation of ele- 
ments.
